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Measles  which  was  epidemic  during  1040  quickly  abated  and  by 
the  middle  of  February  one  or  two  cases  only  were  being  notified  each 
week.  From  the  beginning  of  August  to  Christmas  only  five  more  cases 
were  notified. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  age  incidence  of  Diphtheria 
for  the  last  three  years.  In  1939  when  there  were  thirty-nine  cases, 
thirty-three  of  them  were  under  Vj  years  of  age,  while  the  remaining 
six  were  under  35*  In  1940  out  of  forty  cases,  thirty-one  were  under 
15  years  while  the  remainder  were  under  50  years . Tn  '.941,  of  twenty- 
nine  cases  nine  were  under  15  and  twenty  were  aged  between  15  and 
5G  years.  The  figures  are  much  too  email  to  allow  anything  but 
speculation  but  ont  hopes  that  it  is  an  early  sign  of  the  success 
of  the  immunisation  scheme. 


3.  Diphtheria  Imuni sati  m. 

During  the  year  800  children  were  iianunisod  against  Diphtheria. 
This  figure  is  disappointing  until  It  is  realised  that  the  greater 
proportion  is  composed  of  children  living  in  Hazel  Grove  and  that 
many  Branhall  children  have  been  treated  privately  already  and  no 
record  sent  to  the  Health  Department.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  an  immunised  child.
